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Ths buildings man meti bear the stamp of his thoughts# 
belief • sod aspirations. The changing n e eds of sum in his religious, 
polltlesl snd d o mest ic develops***, have evolved end influenced 
his building activity. The surviving architectural monuments 
fom one of the most authentic s o u r oes of history, written 
though in e language somewhat difficult to decipher, sir 
Banister Fletcher discerns in thsn * e lithle history of 
social conditions, p r o gress end religion end events %*iich ere 
lan dm ar ks in the history of nsnfcind.” Its architectural monuments 
ere the "fossils of civilisation*, as Trevin Copolestone puts it, 
*ighal period of Indian history witnessed s hectic building 
activity. Unlimited wealth end p o w er of the empire, relatively 
settled conditions end above ell pronounced aesthetic nature 
of the Mughal e mp er or s were the factors which en c our aged the 
develo pm e nt of the building art during this period, Timur, an 
ancestor of the Mnghale, put an inscription on one of the 
getaways of Bsmsrfcend • * Let he who doubts our power end 
magnlfieenoe loch at our buildings*. This Inscription esbodlee

the essence of building activity by Timur* s successors. The 
Mughal nobility also indul ged in building activity to sect 
the royal favour by catering to the emperors* whims andaroealing 
to his vanity , This wee natural in a system in which one* s 
security end success dep e nd e d on the emperor* s pleasure. Then, 
princes end queens, too, were liberal patrons. Merchants snd 



philanthropists invast ad their Incoma in socially useful 
constructions* Ostentation or the public estee* was 

often a motive. Monument# vara deliberate and conspicuous displays 
of their personal wealth and glory* 

Notwithstanding the depredations at tha hands of man and 
nature* a large number of Mughal buildings have survived. British 
scholars like kergueaon, Cunningham, Keene, Cole, E.fc* Smith, 
Hedgers* Marshall* tfevel* v . a. Smith end Percy Brow to name e 
few* have studied the Mughal architecture end their works have 
undoubtedly* laid the foundation for the advanced studies in 
the subject, /raong modem Indian scholars* or. R* Nath has done 
extensive research on the subject* But the Mughal momseanta are 
scattered over such a vast territory that It la beyond the mesne 
of a single scholar to cover them all. Hence most of the a b ove- 
mentioned scholars have limited themselves to major monuments 
in capital cities only, us to this reason* the Mughal monuments 
in the ''unjab ( including the Present state of Haryana) remained 
more or 3etc unnoticed* though a considerable number of monuments 
of the first grade lie In these states* Nether* in India* for 
instance* are there such exquisite specimens of Mughal serais 
cs va come across in these states* 

Th«» origi nal mrber of monuments in the region under study 
wee far greater then whet survives today* Unfortunately* e greet 
nuftbar of the** has been lost due to ravages of tin** poor 
building materiel and ieck^iguaa, natural calamities and later 
political upheavals. 

The climate of northern India is lass harmful to monuments. 



Homwr # «om of these war* struck by lightning or torn by 
earthquakes. Besides, tho buildings making uso of radiating 
trdt and dams involve $raat lateral thrusts which gradually 
tand to split and tear the building into pieces* The natural 
damage* h owev e r* appears negligible as compared to the 
destruction caused by vandalism* 

The first shock of damage to the monuments of the region 
was caused during the period of the Sikh raids* Re ver e n ce for 
archaeology la* aftor all* a relatively modem concept* For 
the irete bends of tho Sikhs# the Muslim buildings were a symbol 
of their power end authority* To take revenge for the Mughal 
excesses* the irate bands of tho Sikhs repeatedly attacked 
towns end cdtlee of the region during tho eighteenth 
century end destroyed them* The Muslim buildings suffered the 
seme fete as the monuments of tho Hindus had suffered at the 
hands of tho bigot Turkish end Mughal rulers* How ever * it 
appears that the sikhe did not do much harm to Muslim religious 
buildings* It Is duo to this reason that even at sirhlnd Which 
wee hit the worst by the sodas of Bands Bahadur* about a do son 
v- Muslim monu ment s ere still in existence. 

During the early days of British adainlstratlon* s nuahar 
of Muslim buildings were demolished ell over Indie for tho 
sake of brick only* (This vandalism was not limited to Muslim 
buildings only* e largo setups at Rawalpindi woe also pulled down 
for the soke of obtaining stone with which e Jail wee constructed 
there) . Ferguaeon* the author of ftTttfMafrjaE ■«&, .SftftUCT 

Architecture, mentions the ruthless barbarism of British rule

• Mosques w hew genertUy iptnkii and aontfeiiM towtos, 
b«MiM they war* onailted to oar economic pvurpeeee« end it 
weald not answer to offend the religious feelings of the 
natives* Rat when we 4pose4 the kings, and app rop ri ated their 
revenues, there was no one to claim their now useless abodes of 
splendour* It was consequently found cheaper either to poll 
them down, or use them as residences or arsenals, than to

The MUghel monuments of the region under study else had 
their share of demolitions* Tho brinks from the Mughal nonseaks

During the partition of India in 194? a*d* # most of the 
Muslim population of the region under study migrated to Pakistan 
leaving behind very few who oould take care of their monuments* 
Several mosques and tonfes in good oondition were converted into 
private reeldeneee or shelters for animals* Thoss in a precarious 
condition were demolished by brick-hungry people, sudh buildings 
sarved as quarries to supply material for new buildings* The 
process still oontinuss unabated* A mosque of the period of 
shah Jahan et shahabed which the present scholar sew in 19t0 has 
been demolished to construct another religious piece on the site*

The Mughal building activity oomneneed soon after their 
aooearanee on tha Indian scans in 1526 A#r>* But after tha death 
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of Aurangsab In 1707 A.D., tho region under study remained 
morn or Inns disturbed dun to tho Mughal-Sikh oonf Hot. An a 
consequence, not only tho building activity van brought almost 
to a standstill but tho previously oroetod nonumants also began 
to face destruction. Thus only tho monuments erected in betwe e n 
this period ( 1528-1707 A.D.) have bsen taken up for study in 
the present work. 

As in the case o« the rest of the country# Mughal architecture 
in the region under study is represented by buildings of 
numerous types# which# h ow ever# may be r e f er r e d to as the two 
conventional divisions of (a) Religious and (b) secular* The 
religious buildings consist of two kinds only « the mosque sad 
the tomb. But the gamut of secular buildings includes gardens# 
serais# palaces# forts# madraaeaj baolla, bridges# tei-pAnars 
ate. since the surviving monuments preclude drawing conclusions 
from s co m mon chronological ordering# these ere treated 
typological ly Instead v gardens# sarals# tombs# mosques and 
finally miaosllansoua structures. Although describing the various 
types of buildings separately# la somewhat misleading as they 
ere very seldom separated completely# and were usually built or 
were meant to be viewed in relation to each other* within each 
type# the monuments have been described in e rough chronological 
order* 

A c om m o n distinguishing feature of the Mughal monuments 
of the region is their adornment with glased tiles* Hence# e 
separate chapter has been devoted to this aspect*

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CHAPTER I 


HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 

The Arabs who surged over so large a part of the than 

cl will sad world in the seventh and the eighth century A.D. ware 

nomads. The land they inhabited constituted an almost perfect 

architectural vacuum. But they were "impetuously ready to adopt 

and adapt the magnificence of established civilisations, just 

as their faith was itself a selective synthesis of established 

religions.* 1 And this was their great virtue. 

In the earliest stages, ths buildings in the territories 

conquered from Bysentlnes and fissssnian Persians formed the 

2 

architectural taste of the Arabs. The process of absorption from 
the ancient treditions of the conquered lands continued through¬ 
out the oerlod of development of Islamic architecture. In its 
origin, therefore. Islamic architecture was "a simple aggregate 
adopted by Islam from the techniques of the people under its 
dominion." 3 

Although woven from multi-coloured strands, the Islamic 

architecture hea a unity of its own« It wee due to this feet 

jBUt 4 

that it wea the product of a religion rather than of a country. 
Though its materiel texture wea fashioned differently in different 
countries , its spiritual complexion, remaining the same ell 
the time, wee derived from Arable. 5 

By the time the Turkish conquerors appeared on the Indian 
scene, in the lest decade of the twelfth century. Islamic 
architecture, after passing through its experimental stages, had 
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built an Identifiable architectural vocabulary to auit .VtX 

religious end social needs. The atmctural problems had been 

a- 

aolved and ^suitable disposition of the various parts of the 

buildings had been finelly estifclished. The eharscteristic 

features of the architecture brought to India by its Turkish 

conquerors included the dome for roof,* pointed arch for spanning 

opening end miner or tower 7 for summoning the faithful to prayer.® 

In Indie, the conquerors had not to bagin with a clean slate* 

Pre-T bI onic Indian builders could boast of one of the world* e most 

ancient traditions of technique and design* The indigenous style 

of architecture they developed wes baaed on the principle of beam 

and bracket* In this ay at am, all spaces ere spanned by means of 

beams laid hori sent ally as distinct from arches, and projections 

are supported by brackets* Their buildings were characterised by 

flat roofs, corbel brackets, tapering domes, arches built on 

e 

cantilever principle, saves and narrow columns, pillars and 
pilasters* Obviously, the prevailing ideas, forms and methods of 
construction in India wars in marked contrast with those introduced 
by its Turkish conquerors. But gradually, the foreign and indigenous 
strands wars woven together inevtricably* The buildings which thus 
cams up were a result of the following factors* 

In the first pises, the Turkish conquerors being s ruling 
minority, were dependent on the indigenous artisans of India* This 
laid the foundations of a "tradition of give and taka bet ween 
the rather austere traditions of Islamic building and sculptural 
skill of the local Hindu masons*" 10 Indian artisans unconclously 
introduced into ‘'uslire buildings msny decorative and architectural 
details, so much so that " there is hardly a form or motif of 
Indian architecture which in soma guise or other did not find its 
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way into tho building* of the conquerors." 11 

Secondly# tho curly Muslims did not hesitate to pull down

to build thoir noequoe# pa locos and tombs. This factor also 
accounts for the region under study being almost entirely denuded 
of any record of the Hindu architecture# 

Thirdly# though there was a striking contrast in the buildings 
in the Hindu and the Muslim styles ? there were some points 
where the two styles converged. Taking advantage of the resemblance#

the new rulers sometimes converted the Hindu and the Joins temples/™ 5 ^ 
by replacing a flat roof with domes and minarets. 13 

Again# a common link between the two styles was the feet that 
both# the Islamic and the Hindu art# were Inherently decorative. 
Ornament was as vital to the one aa to the other! both were 
dependent upon it for their very existence. 1 * 

The qualities of grandeur and spaciousness in Indo-Islamic 
architecture were exclusively there to be found in it due to its 
Muslim heritage. Muhammadans Introduced the use of concrete and 
mortar# indispensable for constructing true arches end d om es . 13 
But the Muhammadan buildings in India owed their qualities of 
strength end grace to the Hindu architecture. 1 * The result of the 
fusion of these two styles wss the genesis of the Intio»I slsmle 
architecture. 

Percy Brown estegorljsd the buildings Which thus came up 
during the Muhammadan suorsmacy in Indie# into three mein atylest 
(1) the Delhi or Imperial# (2) the Provincial# end (3) the Mughal. 17 

The first of these styles wss associated with the Sultanate 
at the capital city# the centre of Imperial newer. The second, 
the Provincial# refers to those modes of building practised in 
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some of the more self-contained oortiona of tha country* As after 
Timur's invasion which dissioated the Tughlsq rule* som 
provincial governors threw off their allegiance to Delhi* Zn acme 
instances these provincial styles were more expressive end 
fascinating than their parent style of Delhi* These provincial 
tnenif ©stations in most instances prevailed for ^period partly 
contemporary with the Sultanate of i/elhi and partly with that of 
the Pughs Is until the latter brought the whole of Indie under 
their rule* The third style* the i ughal* was the ac o otap C lished 
form of Zndo-I elastic architecture* which emerged after the middle 
of the eixteenth century and continued to flourish until the sun 
of the Mughal empire set in the eighteenth century.

The building projects of Qatubqejdin Albak* the founder of 
the early Turkish dynasty* foreshadowed e not dale movement in the 
sphere of architectural design end its method of construction* 

The first mosque at Delhi* the Quwwat Islam (Might of Islam) 
was fabricated from the demolished material of twenty-sevan 
temoles**® It is simply a make-shift structure* The first surviving 
example of a fcruely Islamic order erected on the Indian soil* 
however* la the arched screen across its western side* 

This screen seems to hsvs base e joint venture local 

Hindu master builders and Muslim overseers* since the Hindu 
craftsman* employed* were unf emiliar with the construction of arches* 
they built them by the method of corbelling* l*e** by first 
creating the rough multiple bracketed opening and then chiselling 
away the objectionable corners to create a smooth profile* 

After Qutubi^jdin Albbk's death in 1210 a.d. * hie son-in-law 
and successor Xltutmish completed the Quint Miner* which 
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rirhBilly have been commenced by Albak himself. The first use 
of a typical Islamic architectural feature * stalactite* appears 
urder the tiers of galleries round the Outb Miner. A stalactite 
is a little triangular concave panel. The feature continued to be 
used down to the end of the Mughal period* although within a 
short time it was reduced to a purely decorative element rendered 
in plaster and applied materials Instead of brick. These cell-like 
elements assembled in groups usually fIliad the eoffit of arches 
end domes. 

A sperlcsl dome can not be erected on a square structure 

without manipulating the corners of the room below. ^ three methods 

adopted Xn Indie to effect the transition from the square of the

A aquindh is an arch built diagonally across the comers of 

e square building* converting it into an octagon which could 

easily support a circular dome.

first appeared in Indie. However* in spite of the introduction 
of the true erch* the corbelled arch did not of out of fashion 
and continued to be constructed side by aide* till the end of the 
Mughal rule. 

The building schemes initiated by AlCauddin Khaljl make e 
decisive advance in the field ofarchitecture. In the Alai Darwaea, 
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• noble south gateway to the incomplete mosque enclosure ( c.1310 
A*D*)# ho has loft us a captivating and oyqulslto building* This 
gateway* though modest in else* maths tho culmination of tho 
osrly Indo-Tslsmic architecturs. In general character and ornament* 
it is Persian* but the Hindu tradition may be seen in the design 
of the shafts#** 

The structure heralds tw distinctive features that were to 
continue to embellish Islamic architecture in Indie for centuries 
to come* me first of these is the blending of red sends tone and 
iriilte marble as feeing materiel* Decorative uee of felee storeys 
on the exterior vas another of its characteristic features* This 
basic format vas followed by the sayyida and India for their square 
toirrba* The style lingered in the region under study even in the 
buildings erected during Humeyun* s reigit* 

Of the Tughleq rulers* cthiyasuddln* Muhammad and Fires Shah 
took Interest in the art of building* The first TUghleq monument* 
the tomb of ohiyaauddin forme a landmark in the development of 
Indo-Islamlc architecture* 

This tomb is a square structure with sharply sloping walls 
and crowned with a tbits marble dome* A notable contrivance 
appears for the first time in this tomb* In its doorway opening* 
e redundant stone beam hee been installed just below the springing 
of the arch* thus combining in construction the two principles of 
support* the arch end the beam* Though technically irrational* 
thle architectural compromise became an elegant and effective 
device and continued to be used in the subsequent styles with 
remarkable effect* The pointed Shape of its dome afterwards 
became characteristic of the Indo-Islamlc style* The distinctive 
75 degree ember of its outer wells* which was the dominant 
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feature of the brick architecture of Multan, survived for 
centuries* 

It was for Khsn-i-Jahan Tilangani (died c. 1368-89 a*d*) that 
an octagonal tort vas erected for the first time in India* There 
is possibility that the Khan vas Inspired by the torab of Ruka-l- 
Alan at Multan which he once held as his fief* The octagonal 
configuration had an advantage in that unlike a square structure, 
a dome could be built over the building without the use of any 
snuinch, pendentive or stalactite* The tomb of the Khan is 
experimental in nature ea is evident from its crude end imperfect 
proportions* fcach aide of ite octagonal verandah is pierced by 
three arches over tfolch projects e wide chhajjs or eevea, an

early application of this typically Hindu element* It added a 
new dimension to the otherwise olein surfaces of Islamic buildings 
in Indis* Henceforth, it vae steadily maintained* Another innovation 
in this tomb wee the imposition of a cupola on each angle of the 
octagon* This feature helped provide an intereating skyline* 
Obviously, the tonb of Khan-l-Jshan Tilanganl is the forerunner 
of mauaolea of octagonal shape which were to form the glory of 
Indo-Tslamlc architecture* 

The Sayyids end India excelled in erecting memorials to the 
deed, tftilch now began to assume the character of “cloistered 
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garths surrounding s central monumental pile*" Hence forwards, 

two distinct prototypes of tomb plsns evolved - octagonal and 

square* The octagonal configuration caught the fancy of royalty, 

the square type being reserved for nobles mad others of high

rank* The later type of tombs continued to be erected in the 
region under study unto the end of the sixteenth century* Percy 

Brown thus sunwtarlxes the characteristic features of the type*

The toaft> of Slkander Lodi ( died 191? A.D.) at Khairpur (Delhi) 
forme e connecting link betw een the fortified wells surrounding the 
earlier type of tosh and the extensive terraced garden enclosing a 
Mughal ta b.* 

In this tosb, the double dome appears for the first tine la India. 29 
This contrivance consists of two different shells of masonry « the 
Inner and the outer one, separated by e void, it e n abl e s to preserve 
the lofty effect by raising the external shall to a satisfactory height 
ee well ee to avoid a deep well of darkness in the roan below with a 
low ceiling. 

Among the most notable Delhi mosques of the early sixteenth century 

is the beautiful Moth-ki-Masjid (1509 A.D.), It is e re marka ble compoaitioi 

with high blank wells flanked by arcaded pavilions, the shape and 

proportions of the five main arches of the facade end the eephesie given 

to the central bey, the spacing, disposition and the volume of the three 

donee are eoaia of its distictive features. 30 Its facade is finished in 

red sandstone set with grey granite end quart so se creating a graceful 

affect. In its aisles, e form of stalactite pendsntivw is introduced, 

• structural and ornamental combination of striking doyenne. 3 * 

The most remarkab le feature of the QUa-i-Kuhna Masjid 
( 1990 A.D. ), built by Shar shah Sar , is the balanced perfection 
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of its facade* 32 This mosque served as « prototypo to bo 
developed by tho Mughals* Also, about this time* tho four- 
con trod arch appeared on tho Indian scene. 33 This arch is so 
named because its curve is struck from four centres, tvo cm tho 
springing line and too below this line. 

Provincial styles 

The principal provincial styles are eight in number* each 
named after the region in which it developed* vi«.* Punjab* 
ftengal* o.ujarat* Jeunpur* Falwe* Peocaa* Sijapur * Khencash and 
Kashmir* 

The earliest provincial style to emerge end with which we 

sre mainly concerned* was that in tho Punjab (1150*1325 A.D.) as 

here the first contacts with Xslssi were made through its two 
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mein centres* the cities of labors and Hulton* The architecture 

of the region wee mainly of brickwork of a remarkably fine 

ouellty* building stone being rare in the plain# of tho Punjab* 

It was tho custom to reinforce this brickwork by moans of wooden 
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beams Inserted into walls. The brick and timber walls were 
sloped to provide greater stability* Glased tilee in brilliant 
colours adorned oarts of those plastered buildings* 

But for some remains of timber constructions* there are no 
complete examples of the art of building of this period (1150* 
13?5 A*r*) in labors* 3 ^ But in K-ultan five tombs dating from tho 
middle of the twelfth century to the beginning of the fourteenth 
century are still standing* By none* these are (i) the tomb of 
Shah Yusuf Cardlsi* 1152 **b*# (2) tomb of Shah Bshaui-Haqq* died 
12S2 k*t>* » (3) tomb of Sadne Shahid* died 1270 a*’m*j (4) tomb of

Babur rumainad an aotivs buildar during hia briaf and s tor my 

reign of five years over India* Ho o own a n osd s largo nunteer of 

building projects# chiefly in ths form of ornamentsi gardsns and 

similar plsasancsa* Unluckily* most of his works could not 

withstand tha ravages of time and vandalism# and eruatelad* It is 

interesting to note that the first of s few of his surviving buildings# 

the Kabuli Bagh Mosque# lias in tha region under study, at Paalpst* 

The formal garden was his greatest contribution to Indie* art. 4 * 
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Hii low for order in symttry vu communicated in full measure 
to hi* worthy succeaors. 

Babur* • wn Humayun woo ablo neither to hold nor to edelniatar 
thn land* hi* f athor conquered. Ho on* no natch to hi* Afghan 
rival 6h*r shah and flod to Persia • Ho returned to Delhi after 
the collapse of the sur regime, in 1555 A. D. , only to die in on 
accidental fall the na%t year* 

Hi* contribution to Mughal architecture was aoahhafe indirect 
in nature* Hi a sojourn while a fugitive from India at the court 
of Shah Tahmasp was a means of bringing aoaaa significant Persian 
architectural traditions to Hindustan. Hii* now influence 
revealed itself moat significantly in his own toot# built by 
hi* widow Heji Begum. 

Percy Brown describe* its architectural style as "an Indian 
interpretation of a Persian co n ception.* 43 Elaborating the Persian 
alaments in this royal sepulchre, the author writes • "Until new 
nowhere but in Persia had there appeared a dome of this shape 
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and construction. Solely in the buildings of that country had 
there figures the great arched alcove which gives such character 
to the facade, end nowhere elae but in the royal toatos off that 
region had there been devised thet complex of rooms and corridors 
forming the interior arrangements." 45 

Another Innovation in this toato was the chancering of its 
angles. Jairaabhoy is of the view thet this fas tore wee introduced 
"to admit light from the diagonal and* so as to peas through the 
room into the dimly lit corridors." 45 Whatever the origin of 
this feature may be, its introduction was epoch making ae it 
supplied a new plan for toafee and it ties ae octagonslisad etgare. 
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The style of building that evolved under Akbar' • patronage. 


in its appearance but not in structure, was "arcuate and 
trabaata* in almost equal proportions, Tha centra of Akbar* s 
building activity was tha city of Agra and Fatehpur sikrl, Tha 
buildings vara built chiefly in rad sandstone, In moat of tha 
easaa tha domes retain tha curve of tha type that covered Lodi 
tombs. 48 It la also possible to see by its character that it 
was not far removed from tha wooden archetype, a method of

Akber was succeeded by his son Jahangir who waa obsessed 
more with the art of painting end laying out gardens theft with 
the building activity. But Akber had given such an impetus to the 
art of building that in spite of M**- indifference of his successor, 
it was carried along by its own momentum. However, it was (hiring 
Jahangir's rule that his wife Bur Jahan replaced the " dignified 
austerity of Akber' a sandstone architecture with the flsmbcyanoe 
end lustre of pure white Hakrana marble,"* 1 The buildings assumed 
a pretty look rather then forceful

The tomb of Nur Jahan* a father, Itmad-ud~Daula, forme a 
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connecting link between the style of Akbar and that of Shah Jahan* 

In plcn< the tout consists of a series of rooms and passages 
corresponding to an enclosed verandah which surrounds a central 
chamber containing a cenotaph* Each comar of the building la 
marked with e circular minaret* The decoration of the tomb with 
inlay of pletra-dura is its moat notabla featura. 

what Jahangir achieved for painting* his eon end successor 
Shah Jehan did for architecture* Hia lntaraat in building activity 
is testified by his court historian Abdul Hamid Chan he writes* 

"The majority of the buildings of his abode he designs himself 
and in the designs prepared by clever masons after s long 
consideration he makes appropriate alterations and asks proper 
questions** 9 Condoning exaggeration* at least this much is 
evident that shah Jahan had a keen interest in his building projects* 
In his buildings he brought complete lucidity and coherence 
in their architectural effect* The austere pointed arch gave way 
to the cusped arch* The feature first appeared in the screen of 
the Arhai Din ke Jhompra at Ajmer 55 end a small gateway at 
Tughlecrebed 54 and s niche in the p r a ye r wall of the Ibadst Khans 
mosque at Patehpur sikri. 55 It Imbued the buildings of Shah Jahan 
with sensuousness* besides* the horizontal lines of the chhejja* 
in co n so na nce with the arches below end kiosks and domes above* 
were curved in the middle and extremely projected at the ends* 5 * 

The dome became* as the Persian type* bulbous in its outlines 
end constricted at base* 57 The Pad Port at Delhi and above ell 
the Taj Mahal at Agra are the productions of the period* 

During this time an entirely different regional mode* 
influenced by the architectural style of Persia manifested itself 



in ths far northam portions ef shah Jahan* a dominion. Tha ehlaf 
characteristic ef tha atyla was tha aytsrlor decoration of tha 
buildings, covering tha moat of their surfaces, vhich consisted 
of patterns In glased tiles in brilliant colours. The city of 
t shore was tha centra of this development and tha moariue of Kaslr 
Khan (1634 A.r>.) in tha city, its crowning manifestation. This 
vnode of decoration continued veil into the reign of shah Jahan* s 
successor, Aurengasb. 

Although tha eueoed arch of Shah Jahan* a reign alao remained 

In use during Aurangaeb*a period but more characteristic of tha

Although seme beautiful mosques and other types of buildings 

vara erected during the reign of Mirangseb, but like every other 

art, architecture declined during hie long reign. Accounting (or 

the decline, Coomereevemy say a, " that the Mughal architecture, 

however, splendid, vee an artificial growth dependent on personal 

patronage, end not, like the Hindu art, a direct product of the 

local conditions." But to Percy Brown, the deterioration of the 

style vea inevitable as it was the result of the diminishing 

Influence of the ruling power, which Aurangaeb* a bigotry only

Xt was against this background that the Mughal monuments 
were erected in the region under study. The style of the buildings 
usually swung between the Imperial styles of the court at Agra, 
Delhi end l abors, depending upon the proximity of the area to one 
of the above three Mughal capitals.

A lovt for flomri and gardens in India cun bn traead back 

to and ant tinea. Early Buddhist literature* Sanskrit plays and 

Bhiloe-texts have a multitude of references to gardens** For 

example* Sana* a Kadambarl ( first half of the seventh century)

contains vivid acco un ts of pal ace gardana and water-devices r 
interesting references to artificial eater-devices and vater- 
housea apoear in the Sa mr ww n aautradhara of king ahoj ( 1018- 
55 a.D.) # the meet renowned Partihar king* 3 But the architectural 
apeciraena to substantiate these literary accounts are no longer 
extant* 

The Sultana of Delhi also Showed a considerable Interest 
in laying out gardens* Flros Sh#t Tughlaq (1351-68 A.D.) is said 
to have restored a nunbar of gardens planted by Alauddin Khalji 
and laid out a large number of hi a own* in the vicinity of Delhi* 4 
Rut# unfortunately# no garden of the period prior to the advent 
of the Mughala has survived* It appears that upto this tins* 
the concept of a garden in India was that of a grove of trees# 
free-flowing rivulets of water end beds of flowers* The splendid 
garden tradition tfeidh culminated under the greet Mughala was 
cartelly introduced by Babur who himself Inbibed it from Central 
Aslan and Persian traditions* 5 

Persian tradition of garden craft may be traced ae far back 
as the sassanian period ( 224-650 a«d#). 5 It had been inspired

The Persian gsrdan« almost as a rule, was a walled-ln 
enclosure# 9 as it gave pr o tec t ion from wild beasts and marauders* It 
ensured privacy and created a little ideal kingdosu Hie plan of the 
garden used to be a regular arrangement of four squares# often 
subdivided into smaller plots with a lily pond or pleaaure~pevillen 
in the centra* 10 This was called char-bach plan* 

The gardens# where they stood on the sides of the hills# ware 
te rra ce d *** water wee the nucleus of every garden* It was 
manipulated beautifully in canals# lakes# ponds# cascades# chutes# 
fountains and waterfalls* 1 * Xt surrounded and flowed under mad

through the places. Canals end tanks were eo constructed ee to 

keep the water brimming to the level of the paths on either side* 14 

Walks and water-channels were bordered with flower-beds or 

straight lines of tress* evergreen cypress end cool and refreshing 

Shade-giving plane trees were favourite plantations* 15 

The Persian tradition was carried to Samarkand where Timur 

(1355-1405 a*d*># after the conquest of Persia# laid many

the pace and style set in gardening by Babur gradually 
"inflected to new conditions without losing its essential 
characteristics*" 2 ^ the result was a native style of unprecedented 
beauty* 

the laying of gardens became e ruling passion not only with 
Mughal emperors but also with thalr queens# princes end nobles* 
They planted gardens to create pleasure-resorts or to provide e 
picturesque setting to their palaces and meusolee* Their passion 
crysta11zed in the splendid gardens still extant in relhl# Agra# 

I shore and above all in the vale of Kashmir* 

At least ten gardens wore laid out within the region under 
study# during the heyday of the Mughal empire* But es the gardens 
are the most impermanent of man* s architectural creations# sight 
of them have disappeared leaving little or no trace thena of, 23 
The two gardens that eould survive extinction are - the little- 
Known Asm Khas Bagh at >>irhind and tie famous garden at ^lnjore* 

This garden la situated outside the town to the east of road 
to Basal 3 athan a. 

The garden has the distletlon of place# as this is the only 
Mughal garden which has been evolving all through the Mfcaghel 
period* In contrast# ell other Mughal gardens were planned and 
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teld out by tingle patrons* Ths origin of this garden can be 
traced to the neriod of Akbar# 

Sultan Hafis Rakhna of Herat* the ahlodar or superintendent 

of sirhind, laid out this garden and erected many other buildings#

which, according to Radecni, had not parallel in Hind, In 
Akbarnsma * hi a name appears in the list of the of fleer a who served 
the state during Humayun* a exile*Here, he is introduced ea a 
faoir who got employment with Humeyun* Gradually, ha became an 
en vo y and obtained honour in the time of Akbar* 

ftaoeror Akbar visited ' irhind in 1554 A* b* whan while ebaaing 
Hlrsa Muhammad Hakim, the rebellious governor of Kabul, ho sojourned 
hero* 20 Ho was pleased to sea the splendour of the basaars and 
honoured Hafis R akhna by entrusting the sarkerdarl of Sirhind to 
him. 27 hut till this time we get no reference to the existence of 
tho garden* The earliest references to this garden appear 
simultaneously in two works* The first one being tho Commentary 
of Father s,j, on serrate, the leader of tho First Jesuit Mission 
to tho court of Akbar# He visited sirhind in 1581 a*d* end sew 
the garden for himself. At that time ha was accompanying emperor 
Akbar, Abul Rasl also mentions Akbar* a stay in this garden at 
sirhind at that time, 7 * so this garden appears to have been laid 
out sometime between 1544 and 1581 A*D, Abul Fasl refers to a 
devastating flood at eirhlnd which cccured in 1584 A*D* whan 
"500 yards of the old garden was destroyed, and the 100 of tho 
now one#"* 0 Xt implies that the new garden was in the process of 
being laid out at that time, 

Sultan Hafis R akhna died in 1000 a.m, ( the year began the 
9th October, 1591) in his ninetieth year, and a beautiful chronogram 3 * 
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with an apparent reference to the garden was written at thia 

occasion. 33 His small bat beautifully inscribed black marble 

toads is still extent to the vast of the garden. 33 After Hafis 

Rettina*s death, the garden passed through many hands. 

Jatmgir mentions the garden in his Memoirs, in the 14th 

year of his reign. l.e«. 1417 A.D. He s h ove d a deep concern for 

it by appointing Khveaa H’eisi. the l^arori of sirhind. to keep 

up the garden as he vas veil acquainted with the science of 

horticulture as veil as of buildings. 34 He vas specially Instructed 

by the emoeror to remove all the trees that had no freshness shout 

them and to plant new trees, to clean up the irathendl 3 3 and 

rapalr the old buildings and erect other buildings in the shape 

of hammams ate*, at appropriate places. Khwasa aisi aceompollshed 

tha teak carefully and skillfully within tha abort duration of 

forty days. 34 Jahangir vas plassed to see it. though he keenly

felt the lack of former freshness in it. He applauded Khvasa

vaisi and promoted him from the order of 700 to that of 1000 horses. 

Again, on hla vay from Lahore to Agra during the 15th year 
of his reign, l.a.. in 1618 A.D. Jahangir Ditched his tent outside

In Redahah frame . Abdul Hamid Lahori records Shah Jahan*a 
five visits to sirhind.

of the structure* * ^ Before hie departure* the emperor else 
ordered some modifications in the plena of the incomplete 
structures. 

with the advent of Aurangsab, a puritan sealot. an ere of 

religious prosecution co mm e nce d. Guru Teg Bahadur's martyrdom at 

hie hands brought him Into direct conflict with the sikha* viexlr 

Khan. the governor of sirhind. took cue from him. He not only 

aseaalnated two to the tenth sikh Guru Goblnd Singh* a sons but 

also hired aaaaalna who stabbed Guru Goblnd Singh to put an end 

to hla life. The Sikhs did not take It lying down. In 1700 A.D. . 

the Sikha under Banda Bahadur*a command sacked Slrhlnd and killad 

w«sir Khan# later, the town wea plundered many times by the lrete 

hands of the sikha. curing their last attack in 1763 A.D.. filrhlnd

was annihilated. Xt ie therefore, obvious that the Asm Khas Bagh 
must also have suffered along with other buildings at the hands 
of the Sikh*/ 3 

when Alexander Cunningham came hers In 1660* s. the garden wee 
being used as a public audience hall by the Patiala rulers. 4 * mod 
perhaps they it were who rechristened this Hughel garden with the 
current nine - Asm Khas Bagh. Previously. It was popularly known 
ea Bagh-l-Naulakhs. 45 

The garden plan la almost wholly two-dimensional. The whole 
complex comprises three sections. The northern gate served as 
the main entrance to the first and the second enclosures. (Pig. X) • 

The first <yiadr angle of the garden complex measures 179 m. by 
1?2 m. in area. It is enclosed by a four m. high brick wall, 
adorned with serrated battlements. The inner side of this wall Is 
tastefully relieved with sunken panels. These panels were further 
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dwsorattd with coloured borders* tr«e«« of which can still be 
seen here tod there* The battlements elso bear the marks of 
similar decoration* 

BeCh of the four corners of this suelosums is marked with 
an octagonal bastion* surmounted with a domed pavilion* All the 
eight openings of the each domed pavilion are covered with euaped 
arches - ao characteristic of shah Jahan* a period* Bach dome ia 
topoed with a moulding resembling an Inverted lotus flower which 
might have terminated into a metallic flniel* iW- supporting 
rod r L* atill extent there* Feeh bastion haa a room below# perhaps 
meant for the use of watch guards* 

On the inner side of the northern gateway ie an extension of 
the gate in the form of e house* Zt appears to have bean a much 
later addition# made probably when this gate wee no longer in use 
as an entrance. 

In the centre of this enclosure is the Hehtsbl Chabut ra. 

This double terraced platform was raided under the orders of Stash 
47 

Jahan* Zt measures 15*1 m* square* its first terrace is approached 
by a double flight of steps on each of the four sides* The second 
terrace is approa ch ed by two steps on each aide* The lower terrace 
has e one m* broad water channel* The platform ia adorned with 
four water chutes# one In the middle of each side# down which 
water rippled from one level to the other* As per its name# from 
this platform the emperor have used to enjoy the spectacle of 
e moonlit night* Also# here he have held hie court in the open* 
This platform would probably have bean covered with e carpet as 
well ae a eanooy or tent over it# to avoid the sun* The eastern 
Mid the western wells of this enclosure are also pierced by one 



simple gateway each. 

Through an opening in the southern vail of tha first 

enclosure v* an tar tha second ona which is 163 m. by 145 m* in 

area* (Fig* II) • Xn its cantra is a larga tank* 98 ra. by 145 m. 

with a flight of sight steps on ail tha four sidaa* An arch ad 

bridge* 2*2 m. broad* passes ovar it* This bridga has an octagonal 

platform raisad in its cantra* Two scrsan calls flank tha tank on 

its castsm and eastern sides* 

Many travellars have given an illuminating account of this 

tank, rather Moneerrate calls it a "deep artificial lake" made 

to mast tha scarcity of cater* 48 Ha also makes reference to a 

tower in the middle of tha tank* from which a pleasant view of 

tha tank and tha surrounding gar don could be enjoyed* To fell Ham 

Finch* a British traveller vhd came hare in 1611 a*d*, it was a 
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"summer house"* Fray Sebastian Manrique# a Portuguese missionary 

who visited Mrhind in 1641 a*d** describes it as a"eircular 
eg 

chapel"* All tha above vises considered* the only probability 
of a structure in the cantra ofi a tank can be that of a summer 
house* At present# only an octagonal platform in the centre of 
the tank survives* 

Xt is not known for certain hoc this tank caa filled with 
cater* Father Moneerrate writes that it was filled in the rainy 
season by the irrigation channels*** But for shah Jshan who 
vial ted the garden in 1628 A* D* and also afterwards* other visitors 
have described It to have bean full of water* Shah Jahan in 
8 ad shah Hens laments that it could never be filled with water. 52 

Also all tha attempts recently made by the Punjab Tourism 
Department to fill this tank failed* 



Pilot Shah Tughiaq dug a canal to Sirhind in 1360 A*D. 
whan ha recast It into a separate district. 53 Upto Jahangir* a 
reign thia tank was filled « presumably by the irrigation 
chanela from the eaid canal of Piroa Tughleq . The canal may have 
gone dead sometime before Shah Jahan*a ascendency* Than after hi a 
viait and under hie ordara Kendi Beg# presumably e Mughal official# 
brought a canal to it from satluj* 5 * 

Adjoining the northern wall of the second enclosure of the 
garden la a double-atoreyed building# known as sheeah Mahal or 
the hall of mirrora# (Plate 1) • Perhaps this la the building 
Shah Jahan refers to as the Jharokha Mubarlk# ordered to be built 
by him# 5 * It measures 16.3 m. by 8*9 m# Thera are five rooms on

the ground floor# three of which open in A a covered verandah and 
the other two smaller rooms into the larger central one# The sane 
plan la repeated on the upper storey. The building ia covered 
with three double domes# the central on* being comparatively 
larger. Originally# glased tile mosaics adorned these domes# 
traces of which still remain# The main motif for decoration - the 
four pointed star# has been repeated effectively to create a rich 
pattern* The central upper hall has a domical ceiling while the 
rest of the rooms are covered with flat arched roofs* The walla 
of the rooms are adorned with sunken panels* But the rest of the 
decoration seems to be of a much later date* The monotony of the 
facade ia again relieved with sunken panels* The curved line of 
the wide eaves la echoed by the tops of the domes which have been

It completely identifies In location with the Khabgah ordered 
to be constructed by shah Jehan during his first visit to the 
garden* 

Adjoining the wells thst enclose the second part of the 
garden ere continuous suites sf rooms meant* Perhaps* for the 
queens end other family members who accompanied the emperor during 
his visit* Cunningham praises this enclosure for its specious 
accomodation and additional buildings* which "must have contributed 

A 
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to the comfort and even the luxury of the piece** He concludes 
that the emperors used to sojourn at Sirhind. 

In the eastern and the western courts each* one platform still 
survives* Each of them measures 22*5 m* by 10*4 m* In the corners 
of this enclosure are steblee for elephants and horses* 

*4©et of the rooms of this portion are in ruins. 58 All of them 
were first covered with flat ceilings* Their wells have alcoves 
of various sloes* The cusped arch of the ‘ hah Jahan' a period Is 
Invariably used for the entrances to the rooms* 

Xt msjt be inferred from the foregoing paragraphs thst although 
the tank already existed at this place* c ^et both the first and the

But 
aa was usual in tha Mughal gardens, these three gateways must have 
bean on tha thraa reining cardinal sides# i#e## on east# west 
and south# Due to tha absence of tha surrounding wall# now tha 
extremities of the garden on these thraa sides can not be determined 
with certainty. 

In front of tha Naughara is a mall tank# A Shallow water 
channel starting from tha large vail called Asmanl Kuan or tha 
high wall# extends across tha breadth of tha garden# water from 
tha mil fall in the channels in tha form of a solid sheet in 
front of a prominent alcove well# These alcoves or Chinl-khanea 
aa they ware popularly celled# housed golden vaaaa of flowers by 
day end eertken lamps or camphorated candles at night®' which 
glittered through tha sheet of vs tar.

From the £sugh*ra# runs a causeway about 12 a# broad# leading 
to the hammam# In tha middle of this causeway runs a water channel# 
punctuated with carded fountains, end adorned on both sidea with 
bods of/flowers.

The garden wee divided into four parts*

To tha south-east of tha hammam stands a double- sto re y ed 
building* known mm clean Khana-l-Khas* or special apartments* now 
in utter ruins* (Plata 3) • It la an almost square building* 
measuring 32 m* by 21 a.* comprising a central room* two storeys 
high and surrounded with smaller rooms* In tha middle of tha

The walls of the rooms beer traces of painted decorations, 
such pleasure haunts were appropriated -fen the luxury of the 
voluptuous Mughal a and their favourites in the harem. 

Xn the south-west corner of the garden there are some traces 

of a structure* said to have bean known aa the Pang Mahal or a 

palace of pleasure. In all probability, the palace described by 

william Finch 7 *, Jahangir 72 and Manriejue 73 is the same building 

having virtually llttla remains, william Finch describes it as 

"an sight square mohol with eight chambers for woman* in the midst 

there of a false tank? ever these* eight other rooms with falre 

gallerias round about?

The other causeway, then, moat probably was that which joined the 
eastern and the western gateways. 

wells were the :na Jor source of water for the garden. Two of 
these still exist. The parapet of the largest veil, the Aamani 
Kuan waa constructed very high so that water flowed through the 
channels topping the enclosing well of the garden* From these high 
channels water rippled down the chutes, fell in the form of solid 
sheets in front of chini-khanas and gushed out of the fount sis in 
solid plumes* Then, it flowed leisurely in the ground channels, 
finally falling into the tank* 

Although such artificial devices add to the effect, the reel 
ornament; of a garden are ite flowers and trees* In this remet, 
ell Mughal gardens have most profoundly changed today* The planting 
can be merely guessed at from the accounts of the contemporary

then did not live here for long end hie flight from Pinjore le 
escribed to e curious story . 83 After hie depasture# the garden 
wee occupied by the Raja of Nahan in 1673 A.D. 88 But its later 
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occupants appear to have taken little interst in its upkeep. On 
April 6# 1711# Ghasi Khan Bahadur Rustam Jang# master of the horae# 
Informed aahdur shah X that the thievee had cut off the treee of 
the garden and only eight cypreee treee remained there. 88 Later# 
in 1778 A.D. # Reje Amer Singh of Petiale bought th« garden along 
with e considerable area for to 60,000 and annexed it to his state.

When Moorcraft end Trebeck visited the garden in t'<arch* 1820* 
besides Iombardy ooplsrs it contained mango * orange* apple and 
pomegranate trees which bore fruit* 100 topples and sugarcane 
were also cultivated in some of its divisions* and in another 
division* there were roses from which a small supply of scent 
wee annually manufactured for the Pajs's use* 101 

This captivating garden was the last major expression of the 
Mughal garden art* 
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Medieval Indio locked adveneed means of transport. People used 
one, bullock-carts, c«?wl« end horses for co nv e yan ce. i\u» to the 
greet distances between owmarciel centres and the const out menace of 
marauders, they trove lied in large groups or caravans* After the 
tiring day-long journey, some secure shelters were Indispensable for 
the night-stay* The sarols served the purpose. A ssrei is s large 
building for temporary use of travellers with their pack animals. 

In providing facilities, a serai was the medieval equivalent 
of a modem American motel. Franchise Beamier, « French physician 
who spent six yearn in India during the Mughal period, was 
impressed by the design, utility and grandeur of a Mughal serai so 
much so that he made the following proposal t "If in Paris we had 
a score of similar structures distributed in different parts of the 
city, strangers or their first auivul would be less embarrassed 
then at present to find a safe and reasonable lodging. They might 
remain in them for a few day* until they had seen their acquaintance 
and looked cut at lee sure for some wore convenient apartments.** 1 
Apart from their practical utility, these magnificent serais 
reflected the glory, vanity, power , personal or dynastic wealth of their 
builders.Hence these served as a testimony of the donor* s prestige* 

The institution of aaral did exist in India even before the 
advent at the Mughals. In ancient times, the Buddhist monasteries 
served the purpose.® Pilgrims as well as awrehauts could get 
boarding aid lodging in these religious establishments. 

The first Muslim ruler of indie to have shown e keen interest 
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in the development of the mail was the Pathan smpagor 8her 8h«h 
for (i$40*41 a. D.) # well known for his works of public wolf ore* Ho 
is credited to have built uriii ot the distance of ovary two kos 
(about eight ki lom e ter s) , 5 But before the advent of the Mughals, it 
remains to be affirmed whether or not tha serais in India used to have 
a typical architectural form* hhat the Mughals realty contributed 
was a fined and utilitarian architectural form for its building* 

Abul Pa«l mentions the erection of sarala by o moe ror Akbar . 4 
Xn 1407 A.D. , Jahangir ordered tha ssandnders on Agra-Lahore route 
*that specious serrais # choultries or plaoss of root and refreshment, 
substantially built of brick or stone, so sa to be secure against 
early decay* should be erected at tha termination of every eight 
kosee, for the whole distance, all provided with baths, and to e v er y- 
one n tank or reeorvolr of fresh waterr s certain number of attendants 
was also allotted to every sorrel, for tho purpose of sweeping and 
k ee pi ng clean, and in other respects to take cere of them.** 

the traditoon of building serais continued unabated (hiring 
tho reigns of his successors. Besides emperors, some magnanimous 
magnates also built such ssrals to immortalise their names. 4 

As the greater part of the Mughal route from Agra to Lahore 
paseod through tho states of the Punjab and Haryana,* tha finest 
specimens of the Mughal sarals lia in these two states. 

Moat of these sarals follow e fixed plan. Only tha sarals 
at Shahstoed, Thanesar and Bultanpur Lodi deviate in certain 
features. Tha general character of tha rest of the sarals under 
study can be eurmarised as followst *?ach sarai is Invariably a 
square or rootangular enclosure with high bettlamented curtain

The most famous of the Mughal serais that were built along 
the Agre-1-ahore road, is situated at buxmahal, 30 km* to the 
vest of I’hiIlsur* The local tradition relates that Kur Jahan

Due to depredations at the hands of man and time, about 
half of the serai has vanished* A row of shops facing the town 
has replaced its northern wall* The surviving portion of the 
building has been appropriated for a number of government offices***

Angles of the gateway are softened with 
graceful pilasters, terminating above parapet into open flower 
pinnacles, giving it a feeling of lightness. These pilasters 
have been ehevronod. The spandrels are filled with rosettes. 

What imparts elegance to the «Av»le la ; perhaps,the presence 
of three beautifully designed oriels, a large one on either 
side and a smaller one in the centre.

Each corner of the sarai hat a set of three rooms#

The recess in the back wall 
gives access to an octagonal chamber of 1*7 n. side, forming 
tha interior of tha corner baationa of the enclosure, smaller 
rooms of the set measure 4.0 m. by 2.5 m. each, bach eor^r of 
the sarai also had one octagonal room of 1.3 m. aide on the 
upper storey, extant in the southwest corner (Fig. Ml) .

The eastern half of the serai is also in a precarious condition. 
The serai is a 1<$8 m. sotiare enclosure surrounded with 
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bettlemented vails, having an octagonal bastion at each corner.

The western vail is further strengthened with two more bastions*

they fell in with it at ‘hahabert. The 500 Rajput bowmen and 



musketeers who were carrying th# treesure,took refuge in the 
semi and fortified it. After a good deal of fighting, the royal 
trooms eat fira to the serai. The defenders fled and troops got 
possession of the treasure. This battle mist have done great 
harm to the serai.

preserved in the northern gateway. 

There ere minor deooratlona on tt* gateway. At the soffit 
of the ardh# there le an unbrelie-like formation of stalactites. 
Some ate 1 act!tea painted in White on a red background are alee 
there. Belem this decoration, there were some painted panels# 
only tracer of which are extent. The half-domed cel linga of the 
aide receaaea on the inner aide aleo bear atalactltee moulded in 
atuecoi Plate it). 

The beetiona of the northern gateway have only rounded 
t lutee and the email projected alcoves are distributed in a mere 
rhythmic manner. Though differing in each minor details# the 
northern gateway la very much similar to the one just described. 

The distance betw ee n the two gateways is 144.5 m. 

As usual# the courtyard of the serai was enclosed by a high 
battlemsnted wall with bastions at its angles.* 5 The corner 
beetiona were * adorned with open circular gallerias covered 
by domes.**® 

The serai le devoid of any inscription now. But e traveller 
named Captain Mundy sew an inscription on one Of its gateways 
according to which this serai was built during the reign of 
Shah Jahen by one riros Khan.** 

A eunuch of this name had the charge of the palace during 
the reign of shah Jahen.*® He wee one of the trusted servants 
of Jahangir and during Shah Jahen* s reign he gradually rose to 
the rank of 3000 with 1500 horse.* 9 He also laid out a garden on 
the bank of Jhelun which wee famous for beauty. 9 ® He died on 
October 7 .# 1647. 9 * His tomb still stands near Agra. 92 But we 
do not know whether or not the two Tiros Khans ore^the asms 


person. 



This is the only extent serai in the region under study 
which is situated off the Mughal route from Agra to Lahore. At 
present, it a cc o m modates the Deputy Commissioner* s offiee and 
is in a greatly altered condition. One of its gateways is being 
used as e Ouxudwera and the other has been bricked up. 

The serai oevera a rectangle measuring 137 m. by 00 m.« 
engaged to an octagonal bastion of 1.5 m. side at each angle. 

Two of its sides are pierced with one 13 m. high portal each. 

The gateways are double-storeyed structures (Plate 20). The sides 
of their facades are turned st an angle like the gateways of ths 
sarai st Nurmahal end the serai at shambhu. 

Each ordianry room, encircling the courtyard of the sarai. 
measures 3.3 m. square and Is fronted with a 2.0 m. deep verandah 
Entered through e 1.1 m. broad arch, each room is co v e red with 
e domical ceiling. 

Each corner room of the serai measures 3.0 m. square. Zt has 
e 3.0 m. deep semi-octagon* 1 recess in eaCh of its walls and e 
2.0 m. deep verandah in front. 

Cueped arches have been used for ell openings. 

An inscription atone is fixed in the right well of the 
archway of the western gate. G.Yasdsnl translates its text as 
follows* 41 

* During the reign of the victorious father Shahabu-d-din 
Muhammad, the second lord of the happy conjunction. Shah Jahan the 
victorious king, the ft as of ft sea. ft as Mukand Das gave orders to 
build this magnificent caravanserai. It was completed under the

Yasdani*• reading of the date can not be correct. Because 
if the flret two numerals of the date are 11, the date can range 
b etw een 1100 end Ut9 ( 16th October* 1688 «d 3rd November* 1786) 
But the reign of shah Jahan had already ended in 1658 A*D* 
Unfortunately* the date la also not legible in the photograph 
of the Inscription which the present AtuM exposed (Plate 21). 

According to or* Mulh Raj An and* the names of the superint¬ 
endents are Mehta Purse Mai and Hari Das* 44 It appears to be 
correct. 

Rai Midland Das* the builder of the saral was a Methur 
Payasth and a native of Barnaul. 4 * He started his career as a 
servant of Asef Phan but gradually he rose to the high rank of 
Plwsn-ivran ( Superintendent of grants etc.) under Shah Jahan* 4 *

This exquisite but little-known saral is situated in the 
village of the same name* to the southwest of Amritsar* on the 
Tarn Taren - Attarl road. Though dilapidated* this serai is one 
of the representative specimens bearing glased tile decoration. 

The enclosure of the serai measures 168 m* by 165 m. with 
an octagonal bastion of 1.6 m. side ui each "oraer. There are 
also semi-circular bastions in the middle of the northern end 
the southern sides. 

Its eastern and western sides have an elegant getaway each. 
The eastern gateway is batter preserved (Plate 22) • The facade 
of the gateway* 19*8 m* broad* la bound with an octagonal bastion 
of 1*8 si* aide on either aide* t ech baatlon la surmounted with 
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* graceful kiosk. ?h« entrance arch* 6.6 m. broad* la flanked 
by a 1*2 at# deep recess at ground level and triple openings 
on the second storey* These triple openings were originally 
filled %dLth trellis-work# some of which was extant on the left 
side of the western gateway when the ,4c.wUav visited the serai 
in 1979 A*D# The passage# 6*0 m# broad# has a 5*3 m* deep 
verandah on either aide. Each verandah la further connected to 
a rocm# measuring 5*0 ra# by 3*5 m# 

One stairway in either side of the gateway approaches the 
upper storey which repeats the plan of the ground floor with aa 
additional room* measuring 3*5 n, by 2*2 m* on either aide* 
Again# two flights of steps lead up to the top# All the rooms of 
the gatevey are c o ve r ed with domical ceilings* 

The facade of the gateway was encrusted with glased tiles* 
Inscriptions contained in cartouches framed the entrance arch* 
Spandrels were filled with arabesque designs* Square end oblong 
panels deoict vase end flowers motif. Blue tiles were used for 
the background of all other designs but for the inscriptions 
where mustard yellow tiles form the ground* But for one panel 
on the left hand side# in all other decoration the tiles of 
only blue colour are extant* 

The glased tile work is better preserved on the western 
gateway# A large part of the inscription framing the central 
arch still survives# Besides# above the triple openings are oblong 
panels exhibiting vaaa and flowers design* (Plata 23)# Vhereaa 
the flowers ars in orang# end two shades of blue* the leaves 
are in green* all set egalnst a white background# In the comers 
and on other parts are square and oblong panels depicting the 
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SIMM motif. 

Both the gateways have trices of pointed de n ot ations sleo. 

Bet they ere better preserved on the eastern gateway. The mein 
motifs ere flower plants* vase end flowers « flower pot etc. 

The colour pellette includes red* blue* green and oink. Back¬ 
ground colour ie invariably white. Soma incised designs are also 
there. 

The remaining surface on the facades of both the gateways 
was cov er ed with red plaster painted with imitation bricks so 
that the etruetural core seems to show through. This type of 
decoration wee known as Taeakarl . Traces of this work ars 
still visible. 

At present, the serai is packed to capacity with rural 
occupants end only e few of the original rooms ere extent. It 
is not known for certain how many rooms were there on each aide* 
but each room wee e 1.5 m. square end wee covered with e domical 
vault. The adjoining rooms on the either aide of the gateways 
were further connected to one room each* measuring 3.4 m. by 2.4 m. 
The corner room* still extant in the northwest corner* measures 
4.5 m. square end hee e 2.3 m. deep aeai«>octagon*l recess on ell 
the three sides. 

The mosque ie in the southern half of the serai. It measures 
14.2 m. by 7.9 m. Zts facade is pierced by v/ree low arched 
openings contained in their respective recesses. The western 
well of the mosque has three mlhrabs* each having an inscription# 
carved in stucco* above It. Three low domes roof the building. 

The fseeds of the mosque was also ridhly embellished with glased 
tiles of blue* yellow* green# orange end purple colour a# the

Thera is one veil of 2*0 ta. diameter inside the serai and 
one outside# near the western gateway. Local inhabitants testify 
the former existence of one more veil inside the sarai.

But the style of rhe glased tile decoration as seen on the 
gateways of the sarai became prevalent only after the accession 
of Shah Jahen# i.e. 1627 A.O. so the erection of the sarai can 
be placed in between this period# i.e.# 1627-1665 A.D.

The serai slta in the midst of the town# close to the Bus 
Stand. How it is being used for holding Tshall court# hence local 
populace know the building by the name of kachehrl * i.e.# court. 
It is s fortified enclosure measuring 142 »• by 132 m. £ad» 
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corner of the rectangle is replaced by a domed octagonal 
baetlon of 2.S m. side. Two gateways are aet in the larger 
aide* of the enclosure. Both of these are aimilar In design. 

The entrance arch of the eaatem gateway haa been bricked up, 
ae Mo* only the western gateway opens In the courtyard of the 
serei ( Plate 24)• 

Each corner of the gateway ia marked by an octagonal

baatlon. covered with a fluted dome, eumounted with an inverted 
lotus moulding. A large cupped arch, hawing its soffit adorned 
with stalactites, forma the opening. The facade of the gateway 
ia panelled. Aa usual, each gateway haa rooms arranged in two 
storeys. The western gateway is provided with huge wooden doors. 
Similar doors can alao be seen in the outer gateway of the 
Bahadurgarh fort. The author haa also witnessed similar doors 
in the ( now fallen) Sheranvala date at Patiala. Both the later 
evamplee were the work of Patiala rulers. Hence, most probably, 
the doors of the sarai under study were also provided by the 
same rulers when they out the sarai to use as will be 

described later. 

A row of 24 rooms on each side, against the retaining wall 
sorrounds the courtyard. Each room ia a three metre square and 
haa a 2.4 m. deep verandah in front. Besides these rooms, in the 
middle of the northern end the southern walls each, is s room 
of largar dimensions. It measures four metres square and has 
US n. deep recesses, covered by cusped arches, on all sides. 
This room is covered with a domical vault whereas the smaller 
rooms have flat (Millings. Bach oomer of the courtyard also 
accommodates a room of 4.4 m. side. Tt has a 2.1 m. deep 
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semi-octagonal recaaa on each aide and a 1*2 ». broad opening 
in tha back wall* landing to a square room of 3.3 ra, side Xt also 
haa 0.5 n« daep raeaaaaa on all aidaa.

All the rooms of the serai have alcoves in their valla. 

A veil has been sunk in the courtyard near the eastern 
gatevey. 

The serai bears no inscription. Bet the nee of eusoed arches 
for openings (1) of the gateways (11) in the dom e d pavilions of 
the comer bastions end (Hi) for covering the arched reeeasee 
of the larger rooms in the middle of the northern end the 
southern sides. Indicates that the aerei came into mdleteoee 
daring the reign of rfeeti Jshan or later. 

The aerei has been mentioned by e number of travellers Who 
traversed the mate from Agra to Inhere. Maulavi Abdel Kedir Khan 
(1797 A.P.) refers to it by the name of Raja Serai. 5 * According 
to Captain Handy ( early 19th century) * it vas employed by the 
gov e rnm e n t ( Patiala rulers) ee e prison at that time. 9 * Xt le 
eort'Oberated by fervid Ross ( 1891-82 A«c.) when he says that 
the serai le being '‘used by the Petiole state ee e district 
court end jail."** William Barr ( February# 1840) mentions s 
circular brick tower in front of its gatevey.* 9 Moat probably, 
it vas e koe-miner* not extant now.

MotqM, th« —i lid, literally * " piece of prostration" 
is the most significant religious building at I alma. The Muslims 
congregate here to say their community prayers. A mosque la e 
square or rec ta ng u lar enclosure in brick or stone. To the meat 
of the enclosure is the service portion of the building* 
consisting of a neve and aisles. The whole is covered vith one 
or more than one domes. Its bade well contains one or more than 
one recess or alcove* called nlhr#> * indicating q&k&ft* the 
direction of the Mecca feeing which the prayers are offered. In 
most of the mosques* on the right hand aide of the mihrab in 
the nave stands the mimhar or pulpit* an elevated platform from 
which the khutbah or aermon la recited. In the courtyard of a 
large mosque is a tank for yuan or ablutiona. 

Though moat of the villages and towns* ones inhabited 
by the Ft&sllms* have usually more than one mosque* Imposing 
examples era rare in the region under study. The surviving 
specimens* however* are not without significance. They exhibit 
numerous variations on the basic thamc. A description of the 
extant specimens follows*

Babur* after his victory over Ibrahim Lodi in the first

The mosque is an enclosure, 52*3 m. by 44,5 ra. in area

Bach side of the bastion measures 2*2 m* outside and 1*5 m* 
inside* It is surmounted with an octagonal cupola of 1*4 m* aids 
and 2*1 m* height* 

The eeoeea to the oourtyard ia through a graceful gateway# 

7*2 m* high on the outer aids and 5*3 m* on the inner aide, 
projected on the northern aide ( Plate 73) • This brick end 
kaakar structure of slightly sloping walls has a rad sandstone 
veneer and is c overe d with e low pointed dome* The bracket end 
lintel type entrance is contained in e double sunken arch* 

Planking this arch ere vertical rows of sunken oenels# of which 
the top ones have some finely carved designs* Bach spandrel hee 
e flower medallion* The brackets ara also finsly carved* h 
similar proclaim! in carving can also ba scan on the gateway 
of the tosh of Khvasa Khisr at Sonapat* Just below tha parapet 
of the ga t e w a y runs an inscription in two long Unas In raised 
Health letters • Parts of the inscription have ^c or roded* 

The foundations of a gateway ara still in existence in 
the middle of the eastern wall of the enclosure# 27*4 ra. away 
from the facade of the mosque* Perhaps# there was a gateway 
on tha southern aids also* 

The mosque p rope r has e central square room of 10*3 m* aids# 
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riling higher than the triple alilee on Iti either aide (Plete 74) • 
Its southern helf is In utter ruins. Only two donee end the 
baetlen ere extent on this elds. Xn the western well of the 
nave le e mlhrab. hiving one email room measuring 2.3 m. by 
1.5 m. on its either side. Above the mlhrab. at the top. there 
are three inscriptions in Arabic* written in Ink and below it tw 
one carved inscription in Persian and Arabic. 

The facade of the mosque which la 47.6 m. broad, rises to 
a height of 11.4 m. in the centre. 8.3 m. at the lower level 
end 5.4 over the eielee. The parapet ia marked with merlons, 
which are also to be found on the 2.8 qu high octagonal drum 
( of 5.4 m, side) and the base of the large central dome that 
roof e the nave. In addition to this large covering the 
eielee on each side, there were three rows of three domes each. 

The central row of domes rises 1.4 m. higher than the rest. 4 AH 
the domes are hemi-spHerical. Only the central dome has a finlal. 

It la in the shape of a nipple, 

Xn the nave, triple recessed arches are thrown across each 
corner to convert the square of the room into an octagon, similar 
treatment in each comer of the octagon changes it into a sixteen 
aided figure Wildi supports the circular rim of the dome. Xn the 
eielee. oendentivea having shallow stalactites have bean used 
Instead of aquinchee. Some of the domical vaults of the eielee 
ere interesting. Here, first the arches were thrown across the 
space and the specie in-b etwe e n were filled subsequently. 

Some moulded circular terr a co t ta patterns appear on the 
facade of the mosque and the beck aide of the gateway. These are 
pertly cov ere d with a layer of plaster.

Tha building of tha mo aqua ia quite small, covexing an

The facade of the mosque rises 
to a height of 5.3 m. in tha middle and 4*2 m* on sides* It is 
pierced by two arches, slightly broader at base* The side archway

The mosque owes its name - Chi nival! Mas j id - to its f ormer 
decoration* Its facade* northern wall and mlnareta era all 
divided into eunfcan Panels, once filled with floral patterns 
executed in variegated glased tiles* But the colour of the tiles 
had already come off even Chen Rodgers saw it in 1888-89 A*D* 3 ^ 
The shape of the patterns is still visible even under repeated 
coats of whitewash* 

Oimninghare* on the basis of the style of its glased tile 
decoration assigns its erection to the period of Aurengeeb. 38 
But Rodgers claims to have noted an Inscription on the southern 
minaret which the General had not noted* This inscription 
recorded the date of its erection 971 A.M. ( the year began the 
29th July* 156%) * in numerals as vail as in the form of e 
chronogram. The inscription la not extant. But the mode of 
decoration with tile mosaics in which each part of a design 
consists of a small piece of tile of one uniform colour* came 
into vogue during the reign of shah Jahan. The shape of the 
minarets also point to e later date* The possibility is that 
the original building was erected in 973 A.H. but It was renovated

The present scholar came across an incomplete Inscription 
stone ( in four pieces) lying in the Chhetta of Rat Mukand Das.

Islamic trt *ie •swetitlly one of decoration# for an e mpt y 
ourfeoe io intolerable to the Muhnmaadan eye.* 1 As the Xslaeie 
erehiteetiire * ess produced by e world of wow—it ed turmoil, 
in which artisans or objects fren the thole Bursalan ness were 
available almost everywhere#* 2 their decoration embraced an 
unbelievable range of themes as well as techniques. 

The decorative themes were principally vegetal# geometrical# 
arabesque# calligraphic and# of course# eoomorphic which wee 
popular in areas under Turkish do m i n ance. The techniques include 
decorative patterned brlskwork# painting# carved and moulded 
stuooo# ooloured glase end marble mosaic# carved stone# marble 
end glased tile work. All the above thanes and techniques appear 
in Xndo-X slamlc architecture# tee. But one technique which 
dominated the decorative achene of Muslim monument s and 
specifically Mughal (nontenants in the nor thwestem India ( which 
included the region under study# the west Punjab and Bind ) was 
the glased tile work, sir George Birdwood thus extols tho mosques 
embellished with glased tiles* 5

Kuahsn rulers were the first to introduce this art in indie, 7 
Excavations near Peshawar in Afghanistan and Dal Uka in Kashmir 
have revealed fray ante of glased tiles dating from the beginning 
of the Christian ere, 4 slowly, the art s e a ms to have gene out of 
faahion. 

The credit for reintroducing this art in Indie goes to the 
Muslims who themselves learnt it from Persia, The region of Sind 
and Multan wee the first to come under the influence of Persians 
and drabs. So the earliest specimens of tiled buildings were 
erected there. The earliest example of this art is to too found 
in the tomb of Shah Yusuf Gardlal (1152 a*d«) at Multan, 4 But 
the moat magnificent tile work of the period was executed on 
the toab of Rukn-l-Alam in the asms town, constructed in the 
first half of the fourteenth c e ntur y.* 0 
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The next land to imbibe tha Iranian influence was that of 
tha Punjab. Baaidaa tha proximity of tha region to Persia# 
anothar raaaon vai ita geological confirmation. Stona arehitaotura 
aaaily lands itaalf to sculptural decoration. Bat building etona 
ia rara in tha Punjab. However, ita alluvial aoil could ba 
aaaily mouldad into fina brick • But brick structures vara not 
auitabla for carved daooration. So othar modes of daooration 
vara sought* Plaatarad bride valla aould taka painted decoration. 
But such daooration did not laat in good condition for long duo 
to tha detrimental effect of min and rain. Whan tha uaa 
of glaaad tilaa vas introduced, tha builder a of tha land found 
it moat auitabla aa it could withstand tha alamanta and retain 
ita colour indefinitely. Sometimes, glaaad tilaa uaed 

on atone buildings also. 11 Gradually,, tha Punjab bacanc aa great 
a centre of this craft aa Sind and Multan. 

Before the advent of Mughals, Sultana of Delhi made uaa 
of tilaa on their building*. Monuments erected during tha Lodi 
period (1421*1526 A.Ik.) vara almost Invariably adorned with 
square blue tilaa. some notable specimens of the period are • 
tha tomb of Bibi subhen (Dare Mir Kir an) at sirhind (1496/. D,), 
tha lodl mo aqua at MadihiMri (1517 A.D.) , the tomb of Khvana 
Khlsar at Sonepat (1524 A.D.) and tha Shaaah Dumbed in Delhi. 

Of these tha first two are gray sanatoria structures. But tha moat

prominent exam ple of tha period ia tha Madraaaa of Mahmud Oman 
Bldar (1472 A.n.). Tile work on thii edifice ia in pure Iranian 
fashion.Mahmud was a mini star of Muhammad Shah III of the 
Bahmaai dynasty and a Persian scholar. Bet only did ha bring 
tha workmen but also tha material from Iran.** 
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The fifteenth century buildings of Mandu also bear bias 
and yellow tiles, 15 

it is interesting to note that the best nre-rtaghal building 
adorned with eneeustlc tiles is not e Muslin edifies but s 
Hindu tenole. It is Man Mandir at Gwalior, built by Raja Man 
Singh ( 1484*1516 a*d,) . Forms of elephants, ducks and makraa 
executed in glased tiles appear on this shrine, Babur who 
visited it on Septsober 27th, 1528, extolled the deooration. 15 

The use of square tiles continued during the early 
Mughal period. The tomb of Msulana J avail at Mahraulli (1529 A.D*) 
the Talaqi Darwasa of the Old Fort in Delhi ( c, 1524 A,D.) and 
the tombs of the martyrs of Humayun* s Gujarat campaign at 
Hissar ( 1537*38 a*d.) ere significant examples of the period. 

Tiles of deep and light blue, green, yellow and white

colours have bean used on the monuments of Akbar's reign, 

Upto this period, tilea ware used merely to edd e contrasting 
note to the otherwise monochromatic walls. 

A clear departure from this tradition is perceptible in 
the buildings erected during the reign of Jahangir, The chief 
among these ere * the tomb of usted at dakodar (1612 a*d.) 

( Plate S3) and the port ala of the serais at Fatshatoad (Piste 8) 
end Dorahe ( Plate 16) • In the new style, first s geomaPtrical 

design was formed by projected bricks or by thin plaster ridges 
Then the spaces in between ware inlaid with tiles of royeljblue 
turquoise, green and yellow hues. Though the technique must 
have been troublesome, but the enhanced effect due to the 
play of light and shads is undeniable. 

The tile-mo sales of Lahore Fort form e dess apart.

executed in the third deeade off the seventeenth cautery, 19 is 

unique in Asia in so far as there is no other instance of glased 

tils* cm s Muslim building in tfttidh the designs Include animate

motifs* v. a. Smith acclaims theses "The moat remarkable series 
of tile pictures in the world." 21 Technically, this work is 
true mosaic* The following wee the method off constructing e tile- 
mo saict 

According to w*J. Fumlval, 22 the design was first drawn 
on paper and was then traced on the plastered surface wh ^ in a. 
plastic state* The tiles ware sawn according to the design end 
then safeedded with the help of fine mortar. 

A*tJ. Pope? 2 R.A. Jairabbhoy 24 and D.K* vilber 29 describe 
quite e different method* In the words of Pope, "The design 
pattern is drawn to exact scale on heavy paper or on a smooth 
plaster of Peris bed, and the designer indicates the different 
colours needed for each element* A collection of all the tile 
colours, each at its most perfect tone. Is then out by chisel, 
reaped and fitted into smell units that ere pieced colour 
downward on the pattern, cut no that there are interstices between 
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tht units* The Whole mn then b« eovmd with stiff plaster. 
Sections can bo rwowd at p—d sd and arc thus quit* manageable. 
Using such a process# the elamnta of faience mosaic do not 
constitute an absolutely mechanically even surf aoe. The slightest 
divergence in the bed or the setting ( and these divergences 
always occur) changes the planes of each pieoa so that ell reflect 
at almost microscopically different angles# giving the whole e 
lively play of reflections. This is always true of mosaic 
faience unless a craftsmen's mistaken ambition for expensive 
mechanical accuracy eliminates the distinct advantage of such 
variations." 2 * 

Ronald lewock mentions both the techniques. 22 

The ere of the flneat glased tile decoration dawns with 
the accession of shah Jahan. Some scholars attribute the eh.^ge 
to Shah Jahan's stay at Thatta when# having quarrellad with hie 
father Jahangir# he was exiled from the oourt for some tine. 2 * 

But Vogel gives the credit to two poerful nobles - Aasf Khan and 
All Mardan Khan# both of thorn were governors of the Punjab at 
different times. 29 

The decoration of the period is characterised by fine 
workmanship, brilliancy and intricacy of design. The entire 
facades of buildings were divided into square or rectangular 
sunken panels# filled with tile mosaics. The remaining surface 
wee usually c o v er e d with plaster painted with simulated brick 
pattern in red and thlte. 

To quota J.B. Page#" The designs are for the most part 
floral. Boats are naturalistic flowering trees and herbs - irises 
are e favourite subject - almost filling the panel t others 
are more formal - vases or avers filled with sprays of flowers * 
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while aoM areas such mm the spandrela of the arches or* 
filled with a more conventional!sad floral ar aba aqua. Geometrical 
designs are favoured for borders end for aome panels based on 
the square, octagon and hexagon.* 50 In oed) design,petals# 
leaves, f lover-centres and shapes of background were formed by 
a separate single tile, Each fragment is of one odour only. 

The moseies of the period exhibit a scheme of seven colours «* 
cobalt and turquoise blue, green, orange, mustard yellow, 
purple end «*ilte, The lighter colours are not pure hues but 
tints. The effect of variegated tiles against the soft blue 
sky of the Punjab la anohar ting and jewel-like. 

The mosque of v.'axlr Khan at Lahore (1434 A. D.) has been 
described by Smith mm "the most beautiful axampla of Kashi work 
on a large seale." 33 The tonb of Shagird at Nakodar (1656 a,d.) 
la the beet preserved edifice of the style within the p^ese>>b 
boundaries of the Punjab ( Piste 44)» This tomb has preserved 
on its wells mad bastions the full glory of its gorgeous tile 
decoration. Outside the Punjab, the masterpiece of the style 
le the mausoleum of tta£ls Shukrulla Shires! ey Agra (1627-39 A.D.). 
The gleeed tile work on the tomb gave it its popular name * 

the tomb bearing glased tiles. 

The art retained its vigour during the reign of Aurangsab. 
Graceful lettering of the sacred texts, executed in lustous

glees, began to frame archea. Portals of serai Amcrnat Khan 
and its mosque are captivating specimens of tha period ( Piste 23), 
Traces of variegated tiling survive on the gateways of the 
Dakhlnl serai (Plata 26), The tile work hare wea, according to 
sir John Marshall, in no way inferior to that of Lahore, 33 
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The mosque of Jbdul Kahab at sadhora (1669-70 a.d.) also bora 
glassd tiles. 33 3ut now all Ilea hidden under thick ooeta of 
whitewash. 

Ae the mosaic style was toe complicated and hence costly 
and time-consuming, gradually, there was a reversion to the 
easier technique of tainted square tiles of standard size.

About the beginning of our century* Dr. Center* the Chemical 

Examiner to the Punjab Government* made e careful analyste of 

the specimens of glazed tiles and the results of his analysis

"it consists essentially of a layer of glees spread on 
hard kind of plaster - sometimes on s material poreelaneous is* 
structure. On analysis* the glass wee found to be an ordinary 
silicate colored by metallic oxides. The plaster wee found to 
be composed of a mieture of lime end siliceous sand* the hardness 
being due to ei licet ion, which accounts for its bearing the 
heat required to fuse glass..•• 

"The work consists of three parts - 1st* the plaster ealled 
khamlr t 2nd* the glees called kanohr and* 3rd* a material called 
aathar. put between then. The first operation is to make an 
aaaily fusible glass by melting powdered siliceous sandstone 
with carbonate of soda. Portions of the glass are pounded* 
mixed and fused with metallic oxides to produce glasses of 
various colours. Considerable skill was shown lh producing the 
oxides from the metals or from the raw materials of the baser. 

In particular* a species of black sand got from Ajmer is used 
to furnish three colors - black, 35 green end blue. It contains 


sulphur at of cooper and magnetic Iron sand, These wore separated 
by washing according to their specific gravities* end were 
reduced t© oxides in the furnace, 

* The khsmlr is made by mixing siliceous send, lime and a 
quantity of the pounded glass first or soared, and according to 
the quantity of glass used it turns out s hard kind of mortar, 
or has s porcelaneous structure. It is mads into e paste with 
rice water, and cut into Pieces suitable for the nattem. It is 
then dried at e gentla heat, and afterwards covered with the 
«athar, which consists of lime or pounded glass containing s 
large quantity of lead, "hie is suspended In a viscid fluid 
end painted on the plaster, and its use is to cover smell 
inequalities and to act as * medium to unite the glees and the 
plseter. 

"The colored glasses are then pounded, suspended in a 
viscid fluid, made from mucilaginous plants, and painted over 
the asthar, and the whole is placed in the fumeoe till all 
the glass on the surface is fused. The pieces of the pattern ere 
then put in their places and fixed by cem e nt ,"

Henry Cousens opines that the Punjab tiles were made up 

"of s composition of siliceous Band with lime and other ingredients, 

held together with some cementing material."* 7 But Percy Brown 

claims that "the substance of the tile was not clay but its 

basis appears to have bean composed of disintegrated sandstone 

ground to a powder which when fused under certain conditions 

forme a kind of cruda porcelain of s whitish colour thus giving

s transparent quality to the glace." But Dr. R. Hath refutes 



the theory in view of the overwhelming records of tha preparation 
of tilaa and glass with tha help of clay, metallic oxides, 
chemicals and sandal

Birdvood writes that "Four a&t&ft * or oxides of lead, are known, 
namely, alkka safad . whits oxide, the basis of moat of the blues, 
greens, end greys used; s lkXa sard. the basis of the yellows; 
MWiJL jfeB&flJU.' litharge; and M&tJLJj&s rad oxide.* 41 

Though the glased tiles did not form architectural clamant* 
of the structures they embellished, they were essentially 
•Objects d* art' in themselves. To quote Vogel again "certainly 
no decorative art could ba devised more truely oriental in the 
da r sling brilliance of its eoloys , more bright and glowing in 
the splendor of an eastern sun.* 45
